U.S.* Russia Agree 
On Antiwar Po licy 


By BRUCE BIOSSAT 
WASHINGTON (N E A )-Fo r 20 y ears the So v iet Unio n and the 
United States hav e been thrusting at each o ther in v ario us fo rms 
o f limited co mbat. By no w they kno w a go o d deal abo ut ho w much 
and what kind o f reply each will draw fro m the o ther by do ing par­ 
ticular things—like Mo sco w halting Berlin traffic. 


This is the real “ So v iet-Amcrican acco mmo datio n” to day . These 
limited, y et recurring, co llisio ns amo unt to what a French general 
has called a “ so rt o f to ugh nego tiatio n.” 


By their v ery to ughness, these tests o f will, setting hard bo un­ 
daries to the co ntinuing U.S.-So v iet co mpetitio n, are pro bably much 
mo re significant than the nuclear test ban treaty (no t a bar to using 
nuclear fo rce) and o ther casings hailed by so me analy sts in the 
name o f acco mmo datio n. 


So me Americans and Euro peans want mo re o f the latter and 
think this aftermath o f the Middle East war is the mo ment to get 
it. But, whatev er fine wo rds may flo w, the Big Two ’s hard-no sed 
co mpetitio n is likely to go o n. 


In o ne way this o utlo o k may be puzzling. Mo sco w’s reco rd o f 
lo st enco unters is incredible: Iran. Greece, the Berlin blo ckade and 
later Berlin driv es, Ko rea, the Cuban missile v enture, Indo nesia, 
the war (tho ugh no t y et the peace) in the Middle East. 


The Kremlin's bright ex ceptio n is the arming o f Cuba after its 
turn to co mmunism under Castro . 


Nev ertheless, co mmo nplaces pro v ide much o f the answer why 
Mo sco w pushes o n. It is no t in any impo rtant sense “ beaten” in 
the struggle o f the giants. No r is it so o n likely to be. It is a co ntin­ 
ental-mass po wer, bursting with eco no mic and military strength, 
prestigio us in many quarters o f the earth. It can suffer rev erses and 
no t really suffer. 
It believ es in the final triumph, wo rldwide, o f its Co mmunist 
faith—and sees many areas o f the glo be riper than ev er fo r the effo rt. 
But is ev en all this the full answer? Ray mo nd Aro n o f France 
■uggests it is no t, suggests his o wn distinctiv e theo ry why Russia 
and the United States are “ co nfro nting each o ther at ev ery po int o f 
the planet and y et allied against war.” 
Ev en witho ut their ideo lo gical differences, say s this French fo r­ 
eign affairs specialist, these two natio ns wo uld be Inescapable, to tal 
riv als by v irtue o f their great po wer—po wer remarkably enhanced 
and placed in direct o ppo sitio n by the dev astatio n o f Western Euro pe 
and the co llapse o f the Ax is enemies in Wo rld War II. 
The war left this co untry with heav y burdens in Euro pe and 
Asia. It left the So v iet Unio n, fo r all its human and material lo sses, 
ready to reach o ut to ward bo th the eastern and western fringes o f 
the huge Eurasian land mass. 
As if this were no t eno ugh, the swift po stwar assault o n trans­ 
po rtatio n and co mmunicatio ns barriers o nce raised by distance 
further multiplied the po ints o f co ntact between the new giants. 
They were face to face ev ery where. 
The nearly univ ersal “ presence” o f the two bik po wers creates 
What Aro n calls “ ho stility o f po sitio n.” Say s he in the bo o k, “ Peace 
•nd War” : 
“ Fo r two great po wers In o ne (internatio nal) sy stem no t to be 
ho stile to o ne ano ther, H wo uld be necessary fo r them to reign to ­ 
gether. Histo ry presents us with no ex ample o f such a miracle. 
“ , • . Security can o nly be fo unded o n po wer o r o n a balance 
nf po wer.” 
We and the So v iet Unio n search fo r that security thro ugh co m­ 
petitio ns alway s menaced by the nuclear peril. Bo th o f us liv e para­ 
do x ically , say s Aro n, as enduring riv als “ which in all reaso n must 
no t fight each o ther to the death and which canno t co me to agree­ 
ment.” 
The human danger which inv ests this parado x and co lo rs all 
“ limited war” is that at so me po int either the So v iet Unio n, suddenly 
frustrated and weary at hav ing its recurring thrusts turned back, o r 
tiie United States, o ut o f patience at hav ing endlessly to turn them 
back, might mo v e bey o nd the bo unds o f cautio n and bring o n the 
Unlimited nuclear war neither o ne wants.

The best 
way to fin d ou t whether y ou are 
allerg ic to n y lon or foam ru bber 
is to hav e y ou r doctor make a 
patch test u sin g these su bstan ces 
an d. as a con trol for comparison , 
some su bstan ce like wool or cot­ 
ton to which y ou are n ot allerg ic. 
Q—What is the best treatm en t 
for asthma? 
A—One o f the an tihistamin es 
will reliev e the asthmatic attack 
bu t iden tify in g the allerg en that 
cau ses it an d av oidin g it is the 
best treatm en t in the lon g ru n .

a cu n n in g 
campaign was plan n ed. Ev en tu al­
